Then 
Georgia, through her general assembly, in 
pH, recog ring the claims of these gallant 
en, and the saffering widows and orphans of 
oe slain in battle, at once took the initiative 
in measures of relief. 
Several Interesting Facts. 
On the 12th of March, 1566, the governor ap- 
ved an act authorizing the governor to ad- 
vertise sixty days in newspapers in Macon and 
Angusta for proposals to furnish artificial 
s and legs to disabled or indigent soldiers. 
e limbs were to be delivered at some central 
nt, Competitors were to send samples to 
jlledgeville, and the contract was to Ye 
awarded to the lowest bidder, Applicants for 
the artiticial arm or leg were ye PORE to pro- 
eure an order from the ordinary of his county. 
The application was required to contain a per- 
sonal deseription of the applicant, with age, 
color of hair and eyes, height, company, regi- 
ment, present business or employment—all 
aworn to by a plicant, and tiled in ottice of 
ordinary. and a Copy was to be filed in the 
office of the comptrolier-general of state, who 
was required to keep a record of the names 
and a synopsis of the facts. When the appli- 
cant receipted for the limb the receipt was re- 
turned to the comptroller-genera), and was an 
order on the treasurer, 

On the 13th of March, 1560, an act was ap- 
proved appropriating $20,000 for furnishing 
artificial aris and legs to disabled confederate 
soldiers, and on the 15th of December follow- 
ing $0,000 additional was appropriated. 

hhc governor, on the 1sth of Mareh, 1866, 
approved anact appropriating the Sul of 
$200,000 for the purchase of corn for the wid- 
ows and orphans of deceased confederate sol- 
diers, and wounded and disabled confederate 
poldiers. 

On the ithof November, 1866, the act of 
March i2th of that year was amended by strik- 
ing out the word ‘indigent,’ and on the 12th

On the 15th of December, 1506,an act was 
assed furnishing free transportation to disa- 
led soldiers toand from points where it was 
necessary to get their limbs, the ordinary fur-— 
nishing a certificate which was atcepted by 
the valtevade as an order ou the state. On the 
18th of the same month and year the legisla- 
ture went stil! further, and gave toall 
indigent maimed soldiers under thirty years 


of age the right to be educated 
either in the university of Georgia, 
Mercer university, Emory college, Ogle- 
thospe college or Bowdoin college free 


of charges for tuition, books, board and cloth- 
ing, and the governor was authorized, if the 
funds in the treasury were not sufficient, to 
issue bonds to an amount sufficient for the pur- 

of the act, provided the state did not vay 
sore than $300 per 5 per annum. This 
was to educate the beneficiaries to become 
teachers. : 

An act was passed on the 3rd of March, 1875, 
making it the duty of each ordinary in the 
state before the county tax was levied, upon 
the application and proof of any confederate 
goldier who had lost both eyes, or two limbs, 
to levy a special tax of $100 for each applicant, 
the money to be collected by the tax cgllector 
and paid by him to the applicant. The act 
specitied that the applicant must swear that he 
“did not own more than $1,000 of taxable prop- 
erty.’’ Tlie tax was only to be levied for a citi- 
zen of the county, aud ceased whenever the 
— moved out of it. | 

The provision making the qualification about 
the property was stricken out by the act of Oc- 
tober 8, 1885. An act approved on the Sth of 
October, 1885, allowed ali who had failed to 
make application, if they were entitled to do 
60, and the journals of the house show that 
pumbers availed themselves of its’ provisions. 

The constitution adopted in 1877, in enumer- 
ating the powers of taxation and the purposes 
for which they were to be exercised over the 
whole state, in the Jast clause of paragraph 1, 
section 1 of article 7 says: ‘*To supply the sol- 
diers who lost a limb, or limbs, in the military 
wervice of the Confederate States with substan- 
tial artificial limbs during life.” 

The legislature of 1879, in conformity with 
the constitution, passed an act declaring— 
“Any person now a bona fide resident of this 
state who enlisted in the military service of the 
confederate states or of this state,;who, while 
engaged in said military service, lost 
a jtimb or limbs, may furnish to 
the governor proof that such applicant has sup- 
pled himself with such needed artificial limb 
or limbs, and the governor, on reception of such 
proof is hereby authorized to draw his warrant 
on the treasurer of the state in favor of such 
applicant, Forthe lossofa legextending above 
the knee S100; not extending above the knee 

7o; forthe loss of an arm exterding above 
the elbow S60; not extending above the elbow 
$40. Said amounts were allowed to applicants 
in lieu of the jimbs. The applicant was pro- 
hibited from receiving this allowance oftener 
than once every tive years. This last provision 
was stricken out in September, 1883, and 
“three years’’ was substituted. 

The act of 1879 was amended in September, 
1881, by providing that ‘tin all cases where a 
person entered the service of the state of Geor- 


kia, or of the confederate states, being at the 


time of enlistment a citizen of Georgia, who 
taleg oranarm in such service, but who 
Was a non-resident at the time of the passage 
of the act, but has since become. 4 bona fide 
etizen of Georgia, he shall be ontitled to par- 
ticipate fully in the benetits of the act.’’ 

On the 24th of December, 1884, ‘the leg'sla- 
ture passed an act providing that any person 
now a bona fide resident, ‘who lost a limb or 
limbs,’ or who “received wounds which after- 
wards caused the loss of a limb or limbs,”’ was 
entitled to the provision. 

a CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT. 

Phe legislature in 1885 passed an amendment 
to paragraph 1, section 1, article 7 of the con- 
stitution, by adding “and to make suitable 
paetition tor such confederate soldiers as ma 

‘ave been permanently injured in such 
tervice.” This was submitted to popular vote 
on October 6th, 1886, and was adopted by a 
Vote of 03,063 yeas to 1,955 nays. Under this 
amendment to the constitution the legislature 
ef 1856-7 passed a new act, repealing all pre- 
vious acts, by which it is provided: ‘That any 
person who enlisted in the military service of the 
confederate states or of this state during the 
eivil war between the states of the United 
States, who was a citizen of this state on the 
Sith of October, 1886, who lost a limb or limbs 
while engaged in such military service, occa- 
monel by reason of such service, or who may 
have thus received wounds which afterwards 
caused the loss of a limb or limbs, or who ma 

ve been permanently injured while in sai 
Service, and whe may be a bona fide citizen 
of the state at the time of making the applica- 
tion, shall be entitled te receive once a year, 
for toial loss of sight, $100; loss of 
one eye, $15; total or partial loss of hear- 
nz whereby applicant is permanently disabled 
from the ordinary pursuits of life, $15; loss of 
€ Above the knee, $35; below the knee, $25: 
less of arm above the elbow, $30; below the 
elbow, $20; permanent injury to any of 
the body not before mentioned where y the 
applicant has been rendered permanently and 
Practically incompetent for the performance 
the ordinary manual avoeations of life, $25.
